Chester. III. — Forty-one criminally 


insane convicts were at large in this 
city Monday following wholesale Jail 
delivery at the state hospital for the , 
criminal insane here Sunday night, in 
which one of the convicts was slain, 
two guards were 
stabbed seriously 


and other guards and officials badly 
beaten. Many of those who escaped 
had been committed to the institution 
on their 
pleas 
of insanity 
when 


charged with murders in various parts 
of the state. 


Numerous posses, including fifty 


guards of the Southern Illinois peni- 
tentiary which is adjacent to the hos- 
pital, police officers, and citizens were 
scouring a thick wooded section north 
of Chester where most of the fugitives 
are thought to be hiding. The unlev- 
el topography of the section and bluffs 
skirting the Mississippi river nearby 
afforded the criminals many secure' 
hiding places, according to leaders-o£ 
the posses.

O. C. Stufflefield. superintendent of the 
institution, suffered a broken, arm in 
a battle to prevent the men from es- 
caping. 


Nearly all of the inmates of the In- 


stitution had been brought out to tns 
exercise yard so they might «njoy the 
nicht air a fevr hours before being 
nlaced in their cells.

now I3l adult foxes and lOOpups. The 
l-ups and surplus adults of this ranch 
are sold only for breeding purposes. 
The nups bring SI .500 a pair and the 
adults from $2.000 to S2.500. Each pair 
produces annually about April a litter 
ranging ftom 4 to 7 pups. Tho pupf 
are ready for delivery in September or 
October. 


Each fox has a name nnd a number 


and a registry card showing his breed 
Ing. age and owners, issued by the Na- 
tion.il Silver Fox Association of Amer- 
ica. The methods used In the registra- 
tion of foxes are identical with those 
used by breeders of purebred cattle. 
The issue of a wild fox does not qualify 
for a registration before the third or 
fourth generation. 


Fox pups and adults have to be 


treated often for 
fleas, worms and 


some 
tlme« 
for 
distemper. 
When 


treatment is necessary, the patient is 
captured and secured in the same man 
ner that Mr. Kelly captured the foxes 
for picture-taking purposes, the dif-

turned over on its back for adminis- 
tering capsules and it is permitted to 
grab a speculum with it? jaws. As 
Icng as the fox is he'd, it clings with 
all the power of its jaws to . the stx?cu 
lum. The capsule is worked through 
the opening in the speculum to the 
throat of the fox and pressed back 
ward till it is swallowed. 


MUST BE CAREFUL 


In the' case of fleas, 
the fox is 


dipped or powder is worked into its 
coat. It takes an experienced man to 
handle a fox without 
giving it a 


chance to try its teeth and the clamp- 
ing strencth of its jaws. 


Formerly the feed of a fox In captiv- 


ity was horses and cattle that had died 
of disease or. old age or any kind ot 
carron that was not too far gone to be 
salvaged. The carcasses were ground, 
bones and all. into 3 kind of sausace 
that exerted a repelling force on life 
in a circle of extended radius.

raw.

of intelligence, training and expert 
ence.

carnival. Fine sounding words were used 
to convince the aldermen that a carnival 
is one thing and the Royal American 
Shows is something altogether different. 
"When the council hesitated to accept the 
explanation the glib-tongued representa- 
tives made the "sporting"' proposition of 
taking a committee from the council to 
Milwaukee to see the shows so they might 
judge for themselves. The council has 
since granted the carnival company per- 
mission to show-here on a "day by day 
license fee plan. 


Special emphasis was placed on the 


claim that the Royal American Shows is 
not, a "xsaririval" because it has been The 
poliey^of the council, and'.rightly .-so, to 
exclude amusements of that type from the 
city. 
Experience has proved, not only 


in 'Appleton.-butrelsewhere. that carnivals 
make for serious interruptions in busi-. 
ness and are a menace to the morals of the 
cities they visit. 


But the Royal American Shows is sot 


a "carnival" so far as. Appleton is .con- 
cerned. In Green Bay. where the organi- 
zation was last week, it was a ''carnival"' 
by its own admission. It was called a car- 
nival in its advertising matter presum- 
ably prepared by its own employes, and 
was generally referred to as a carnival 
with no attempt at a contradiction. But 
when it comes to Appleton it is not a car- 
nival, ^"hat it is hasn't been determined 
at this writing. 


But whether it is a carnival or some- 


thing else is immaterial. It is the type 
of amusement that Appleton has been pro- 
hibiting for what seemed to be good and 
sufficient reasons and so far as the aver- 
age man can ascertain, there has been no 
development in the last few weeks that 
makes these reasons less imperative. The 
town of Menasha. which has little or noth- 
ing to lose by carnivals, has shown a com- 
mendable spirit of cooperation with Ap- 
pleton by raising the license fee so high 
that it is impracticable for a carnival com- 
pany to enter the community. But the 
city of Appleton. whose first consideration 
should be the protection of the commun- 
ity, has millified the good work of the 
neighboring town by granting permission 
to a carnival to show here.

must replenish its treasury with paltry 
fees paid by a carnival company for per- 
mission to take many times the fee iron 
the people of our city » Or have the spon- 
sors of the carnival here such political 
influence thst the aldermen mu?t tremble 
at their frowa and scramble to do their 
bidding?

merclal world, have a, European ori- 
gin. They have become very preva- 
lent in America in recent years. 
Thousands consider the system, an 
economic itch of the palm of the 
hand. Many find it a disease as exas- 
perating-and excruciating as fleas, 
ever present while on the road having 
•the buzz of a fee while they make 
their exit. When st meal Is tip top 
the buzz is apparent and you are sup- 
posed to top it Off with a tip. 


The pathology of this economic mi- 


crobe is interesting. 
It has a reli- 


gious origin when traced far enough. 
It is like _drink. The basic idea in 
drinking is to be happy. - The end of 
religion is happiness. 
Liquor is a 


short cut device to that. Many tem- 
perance workers forget this. True the 
after effects, have been bad and that 
is why majorities have eliminated It. 
The tip originally was a gift to a 
god. 
Ho could not be approached 


without some visible expression of in- 
ner feelings. Gratitude was the im- 
port of the grift. The god might not 
need it but the man needed it—needed 
the giving—for the saving of his soul 
Or inner life. Later religions insisted 
On men approaching their altars with 
varied gifts according to their mo- 
tives, desires Or .wants. The greater 
the gift the greattr th/> blessings Or 
vice versa. Ingratitude was .in many 
quarters the unpardonable 'sin.

smothered enthusiasm, ambition and 
many of the finer feelings.

On this basis a tip has had its de- 


fense. Men are grateful for a service 
rendered, why should not some ap- 
preciation be shown'.1 From the altar 
to the porter's whisk Broom is a far 
cry. One receives a gift andthe oth- 
er a, tip. .Ministers call it a fee, sol- 
diers a bonus, bridal couples a wed- 
ding present. Still there is a serious 
objection to putting all these in the 
same jsatagory. even though they 
have a relationship. There is some- 
thing that does not seem quite right 
about the tip and its disease is more 
economic than it i:> moral though at 
bottom all economic questions are 
moral.

the hotels we have tipped as high as 
nine different people.
